From Breſlau the 11.th of September, x64 12. 


53 N Sunday laſt in the forenoone berweene 1 1. 
$ and 22,0fthe O_ we receivedcertaine 
intelligence, that the Sconce Sreynes was 
was forſaken of the 7 s onthe Fry- 
, day before ; afterthatthey ſhot very 
| ſtrenuouſly vpon the Swedes all night long. 
In the meane while, they ſent away all their baggage 8& 
reſt peicesof Ordnance intothis Cite, with {me Souldiers, 
The reſt ſavedthemſclues by flight,as they ſaw opportunity. 
Many of them PERS wereflaine,many wounded,and 
many drowned in the Oder:eſpecially thoſe of the female ſex. 
Ifthere had beene more Forces on the other ſide of the Oder, 
it had almoſt beenc impoſſible for any of them to haue «ſca- 
ped. Wee doe not yet know how many men wereloſtin the 
. Sconce, during the ſiege. The ſameevening,therecame 300 
of thoſe that were fled before this Citie, in 3. or 4. barkes: 
moſt of them were wounded,andrhey ledged all night about 
the Powder Mill. In the morningthey departed and went to- 
ward Langebrug,alittle way from this Citie, where wee be- 
an to raiſe a Sconce ſome eight dayesagoe ; they thouglitto 
{ch {ctied there a while, but in vaine. The fame day came o- 
ther troups that were fiec,all which were ſent to Langebrug, 
Thelittle Citie Nszewmarck was ſiirrendred to the Swedes at 
theſame time. Thoſe Forces that tooke in Niewmarch,, came 
afterward before this Citie, with z 0. or 22. troupesof horſe; 
and in their way they ſurprized a company of /wperiali/ts, 
which were ſent againſt them. Tp were vtterly defeated, 
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and moſt ofthemloſt. Towardthe evening, they came with 
werpowet3 and with all (peed marched direRly agaiyft 
the-enemy; to wit, the /mperiall Armie, aud tooke Olithes 
Steynthan, which isa very convenient placezand ſo much the 
ſtrohiget, by reaſoa of the aforeſaid Scance. They fixſt ſhox 
with lcarher-Orenance, vntill thebraffeþeices werebrouphe, 
andthen continued ſhoottngyntU! x0.4-clocke in the night, 
The ſame night, there wasa very great Alarum in this Cttie y 
and foure. Companyes of our Citizens werevpin Armes, but 
to ſmall purpoſe : onely ſome feare they had conceived, 
Qn tueſday inthe morning;the Swedes began againeto ſhoot 
vpon the /mpertaliſts; and did continue a long time : but be- 
cauſethe Od:r was betweene both partics, uo great matter 


waseffc@cd. However, the [mperialiſts were conltrainedto. 


retyre into the Wood, not farrecft, which is called Clarr- 
Weder Wood, V 

The ſame day the SWedes ceaſed their ſhooting. On Wed- 
neſday there pafſed nothing worthy of obſcrvation, but onely 
that for feare of the Swedes, the Imperialifts would haue de- 
parted from hencezwhereupon fiue peicesof Ordnance more 
were brought hitherzeach peice being drawn withi 6 horſes, 
Vpon thurſday, the Citizens aſſembled vuanimouſly in the 
Statehouſe:and it was generally agreed vpon, that we ſhould 
remaine vnder the devotion and poiver of the Emperoar,yet 
ſo,asnot toaffoord the Imperialiſts any paſſage, nor toreceine 
any into the Cirie, but onely the Lord Schafgors. Here was 
publikely reada certain Letter tent from the Genzrall D batt, 
11 the name of his Majeltic of Sw:dez z the contents th:reof 
were, that we ſhould regulate and accommodate our ſe'ues 
likethe reſt of the [mperzall Citics, and affoord the Armie 
proviſion & neceflaries for their moneys. In the mcane time, 
the three other Citics over the Oder, hauctakea {afeguard, 
and fetched proviſion from hence forthe Swedes, All men, 
out of this Citie, doe betaketheinſtlues intorhe Sweds/b Ar- 
mie. And many that haiie meanes goethither, as well to buy 
Commodities as to furniſhthe Armic, and many times they 
doc fora little money buy govd things, which are ſuch things 
asthey haue made bootie of, The 
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-Theſame eveninggthe Imperiaiits buingina great ſtreight; 
fed intothe Cathcdrall Church z where they thought tode- 
fend themſclues : but by reaſun that the Swedes ſhot fo furi- 
ouſly againſt them, they were coſtrained to forſake that hold. 
and depart, Some thinke,that they being fled thence,diatake 
their courſe to Namflau, not farre from Poland. The Imperia- 
lifts being thus diſperied,and indeed chaſed away,the.SWedes 
hane obtained great advantage,and now at their pleaſure doe 
paſſe and repalle over the River Oder, and haue (iace the dc- 
parture of the /xzperialiſts, obtained very goodbooty, which 
they had left inthe Cathedrall. 

On Fryday the Citizcns were againe all of them ſummo- 
ned to appcare vponthe Statehouſe ; by reaſonthat the ſaid 
Generall had ſent another Letter to the Magiſtrates, requi- 
ring of them to declare them{clues what fide they would 
hold. And indeede it ſtands in doubt which waythe Scate 
will turne z however,it is without all queſtion, thaterelong 
here will be a ſuddaine alrcration. Wee kceepethe gates ſhut: 
continually, both by day ard night, | | 
_ Now imftantly comes tydings,that the Imperiall Colohel 
Rorſtall, with his Foices 1s vitcrly defeated, not farre from 
Olan : which place is foure myles diſtant fromthjszthe Co- 
loncl himſelfr, with three hundred Souldiers, istaken priſo- 
ner : andaboue two hundred of his Cavallery were ſlaine in 
the Encounter : beſides many other foocte. This Colonel 
was commandedthitherto keepethe paſſage, andthebridge 
there : which paſſage and bridge, the Swedes tooke by a ſtra- 
tageme, ard fo ſurprized this Regiment of the /mperialiſts. 
It isrepoited, that the Commander Getz was alſo then pre- 
ſent, who very ſtiangely eſcaped, and his eicape was attri- 
euted to the courage and mcttail of hishoxſe, which carryed 
him through with cxcceding greatdanger. 

Ar the ſhutting mm of the Gates laſt night, wee received 
anothcr Letter ficm the forelaid Commander or Generall 
Dabait ; the Contents thereof are not yet notifiedto the ge- 
tralitie, for it is kept ſecret acnongſt the Magiſtrates, But: 
this morning We are all of vs againe toappcarebeforethe: 
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Lords, andthere we ſhall both be acquainted withthe Ge- 
neralls demand,and our Magiſtrates reſolution. All the hou- 
ſes belonging to theSpiritualtie ſituate about the Cathedral, 
are pillagedand ranſacked, and the Inhabitans ate fled: other 
people arc left inquier poſſeſſion, 

From Franconia September the 21. 

On Saturday laſt his Majeſtte of Swedes broke vp from 
Fart with his Armie, and marcked along by Waiſfteyns tren- 
ches, as it were to dare him out, or atleaſt tocauſe him to 
alter his lodging, and more commodiouſly to viauall his 
owne Armiey or otherwiſe his Majeſtic had ſome notable 
intent :but to the admiration of all men, z7afteyn did not 
ſtirre, nor ſo much as fend forth one horſe out of his Campe 
after his Majeſties Armie, but calledoff all his Sentenels into 
his Trenches. His Majeſtie marched along with his whole 
Armie to Niewſtadt, by the River eAiſcb, and in all the way 
marching along, met not with any of the enemies Troupes. 
His Majeſtie inthe meane time(as he bares a ſingular affcQi- 
onto Citic Norimberg ) did not leaue Norimberg vnptovi- 
ded : but ſentintorthe Citie $, Regiments of foote, and 390. 
horſe, and ſee over them two Commanders ; Kimphou{en 
commands his Majeſties forces, and S/ammer/4orp thoſe of 
the Citi:z, The Citie ſtandethnot in want of any thing, vut 
is well furniſhed with all manner of neceſlaries ; they arere- 
ſolvedto ſtand itout and defend themſclues to the very vt- 
termoſt. Ar the ran, es fr there was a very friendly 
ſalutation betweene his Majeſtic and the Magiſtrates of this 
Ciric. Whether nowY/Va/fleyn will attempt any thing againſt 
this Citie, or againſt the Kings Armie, we ſhall ſoone learac. 
The Horſe-forces of his Majeſtie, which for waut of forrage 
wcrecon(trained toprovidethemſclues clfe-where,are now 
againe conjoyned tothe Armie : for now thre isno want of 
forrage or any other — thing.
